Several noted mountaineers and men

the mountains. Among the visilors 
was Dr; Walcott, the noted geologist, 
and secretary of the Smithsonian in- 
stitute, Washington, B.O. Dr. Wal- 
colt, who Is accompanied by his wife 
and daughter, left ‘for field, B.O., 
where he will continue his studies of 
the geological formation of the Rockies 
in connection with a monumental work 
on American geology which he fs pre- 
paring. While in  camp-at Mount 
Robson, Dr, Walcott dovoted much of 
his attention to the collection of fossils, 
and obtained some exceedingly rare 
examples. Seen at tho King Edward 
last night, Dr, Walcott stated that, 
while ho was not yet in a position to 
make any definite statement, as he had 
had no opportunity of subjecting the 
examples which he had obtained to 
microsoopical examination, he believed 
that some of tho fossils would throw 
an interesting Ight on the early geo- 
logical formation of the country. 

In Sclontifio Research.

research. Miss Vaux is recognised as 
one of the greatest authorities in the 
world on glaolers, and did valuable 
work {n measuring the glaciers in the 
Mount Robson district.

; LOCOMOTIVES, j 

The first successful railway locomotlye 
was the inventlon of George Stephenson, 
who died 65 years ago today, having lved 
to see his epochal dnvention vastly n- 
proved — and. generally adopted ‘all ‘over. 
Furope and America. The locomotive was 
dimly foreshadowed by Evans’ “Oracter 
Amphibol{s,” and hjs drawings: and speci- 
be- 
came’ the basis of all subsequent Inven- 
tlons of that: nature; » The first Jocomotlye 
patent was granted in 1802 to Vivian and 
Trevethick, and Just a century ago Wil- 
Mam Hedley bullt a locomotive for use tn 
4& mine. Next year will inark tho centen- 
ary of ‘the completion of Stephenson's first 
locomotive, which travolled at the rato of 
slx miles an hour. In 1822 Stephenson be- 
gan to construct the Stockton and Darling- 
ton rallway, the first passenger road, and 
on this line in 1820 his now locomotive, the 
Rocket, attained the amazing. speed of 
80 miles an hour, Horatio Allen, acting 
for the Delaware and Hudson Canal com- 
pany, brought the first locomotive to An-

All the time Boone was watching, 
keenly, for a chance to escape and go 
back to his family at Booneborough. 

One day he heard some of the tribe 
planning an attack on his own people. 
He knew he must escape at once, that 
he might warn the* settlers and save 
them, if possible. 

He walted till nightfall and then sped 
away. The Indians were on his trail 
almost instantly. But he baffled them 
at their own game—doubling on _ his 
tracks and fording streams—rcaching 
the settlement in safety five days later. 

Very soon afterwards came the fam- 
ous battle of Blue Licks, whey Danicl 
Boone was forced to see his own son 
cut down by the treacherous Indians, 

With a tempest of passioi and grief 
raging in his heart and his cyes trans- 
fixed with an awful gleam, Boone 
turned toward the Indian, assailants, 
drew his tomahawk and sprang alt the 
nearest one like a-panther. 

His weapon whizzed through the air 
and was buried in the Indian’s skull. 

Daniel Boone never quile got over 
the tragic death of his beloved son. 
But he fought and worked to the end 
to blaze a trail for the settlers in the 
sreat valley of the Mississippi. 

He opened the gate to the west and 
they followed.

FLY HELD RESPONSIBLE» 
FOR SLEEPING SICKNESS 


Spreads the Dlsease—Proposition to 
Kill Game of District Same 
As Mad Dogs. 


London, Aug. 12.—The T'se-'I'se fly 
or Glossina Morsitans, is responsible 
‘for spreading sleeping sickness in Af- 
rica, according to the investigations of 


the sleeping s[ckness — commission, 
which has been working for two years 
in Nyassaland and the head of which, 
surgeon Gen. Sir David Bruce, has just 
returned to England with Lady Bruce. 

Sir David finds that tho — sleeping 
sickness of Nyassaland fs not the same 
as that of Uganda or the west coast. 
It Is more rapid and even more fatal. 
In the experience of the commission 
there has been no case of recovery. 
Many wild animals were sfiot, half of 
which «vere found to be infected with 
sleeping sitkness, It is ‘thought that 
the commission will recommend that 
the game of these areas shall be treated 
like mad dogs and destroyed. 

Sir David does not think there js any 
danger of the spreading or that dt will 
attain the terrible proportions of the 
sleeping sickness of Uganda or {he 
Congo.
